At tht Columbia. 

A pleasnut drive of five miles 
brought Mr (i II KImore, a prac 
tical milling machinery contraotor 
and builder of Joplm, Mo., to the 
Columbia shaft He was accom- 
panied by J. S Wright, repreeen.

What is Required 

A very thorough, caroful inves- 
ligation of the volume of water

Whit 100 Tons Means. 

The breaking down in tho drifts

ugh a 30 mesh screen, is a work of 
considerable magnitude. Of course 
suoh an output means tho employ- 
ment of three shifts of workmen 
of eight hours oaoh. The devel- 
opment of tho mine is groat 
enough for at least 2."> men on a 
shift, and is also ample for a hun- 
dred tons production every 24 
hour*.

Ev- 
er since their inoeption all of our 
tluoi spnr companies have depen- 
ded upon hand sorting in grading 
the various qualities of tluor spar 
The hydro fluoric aoid manufac- 
turers and the glass factories re- 
quire practically a chemically pure 
product, ground as fine as buhr 
stones will make it, and then bolt 
ed similarly to our best grades of 
flour. Indeed many of both the 
iron and copper blast or water jac- 
ket smelting furnace* use this 
finely ground fluor spar, blowing 
it through the tuyer* into the melt 
ing zone of the furnace* whenever 
very refractory or highly ajlioiou* 
ores are used. 

A New Departure, 

Tho greatly inoreased demand 
for this high grade of spar has ne- 
cessitated looking about for aome 
means of mechanical separation at 
once rapid aud at the same time 
not too expensive. An experi- 
ment was made to determine the 
spffti&C gravity of the fluor epar 
and its aooompanied caloite gan- 
gue by first weighing a piece of 
each upon the delicately adjusted 
pair of balauce* in the ordinary 
way, aud afterward* weighing the 
same pieoe* immersed in water, 
and in that way figuring out the 
speoifio gravity of both, The dif- 
ference was great enough to war- 
rant the use of an improved jig for 
eliminating all foreign substance*, 
euoh a* oalo *par, limerook or 
sandstone. 



Mooh of the fluor spar raised in 
this district baa more or lea* of 
galena, both *hot and kidney shape 
in combination with it. Thia ore 
of lead, when found in fluor spar, 
baa necessitated it being sold a* 
flux to the iron and steel produ- 
cer*, who use it in large quantities 
the lead being a positive detriment 
to both acid and glass works, but 
doe* no special harm to fluxing; 
the lead vol itaili zing and passing 
off in heavy dark fume* from eith- 
er the open hearth or blaat furna- 
oee. A* soon aa tba fifty ton ca- 
pacity jig is completed the galena 
will be separated completely from 
the fluor spar, and a valuable new 
•ouroe of revenue added to the 
company's assets 

Hew It it Don. 
Oalo spar, limestone or galena 
in combination with fluor spar is 
generally mined in large lumpe, 
the gravel spar, ao oalled, being 
singularly free from detrimental 
•ubatancee. The operation of firai 
crushing in the ordinary rook 
breaker, afterward* paasing thro- 
ugh oorniah roll* that are set rea- 
sonably oloee to eaoh other causes 
a perfect oleveage to be made of 
the foreign oubetancea from the 
fluor spar. In this oondition the 
material is fed into a compartment 
jig which is agitated by power, 
water being constantly paasing 
over and about it, the act of jigging 
or agitation cause* the heavier ma- 
terial to settle at the bottom, the 
oalcite, sandstone, etc., coming to 
the top and being taken off, leav- 
ing the oleaned fluor spar next, 
the galena being at the bottom of 
the oompartment. As there is 
but about five per oent. of foreign 
substance in this fluor spar muoh 
larger oapaoity is required. Thi* 
process also free* the fluor spar 
from any olay or dirt and renders 
it in perfect shape for grinding. 
Th* work on thi* 50 ton per day 
mill will be commenced at once, 
and on it* completion the Kentuc- 
ky Fluor Spar Company will be in 
better shape for taking care of it* 
large volume of business than ev- 
er before in its history. 

A 200 Ton Lump. 
The oarbonate of zino mine, 
whioh is said to have been tint die 
oovered by Brother Montgomery'* 
rabbit, has again surprised ita ow- 
ner* and the mining people gener- 
ally by showing up in an entirely 
unexpecter quarter another superb 
vein of zino oarbonate. Mr. J. H. 
Elmore, of Joplin, who visited the 
property the other day in compa- 
ny with Mr. Wright of Louisville, 
both well versed in the character- 
istic* of ore bodies, could not re- 
member adjective* *uffioiently 
strong to tit the case. Mr. Elmore, 
when he'had reoovered hie breath, 
at the eight of a eolid mass of car- 
bonate from whioh the surface 
earth had been stripped, and the 
side* laid bare, said that he would 
not have missed such a eight for 
world*. "Why," said h*. "that 
•olid boulder of oarbonate will 
weigh at least 200 tons; ye*, it will 
weigh more than that I never 
hava observed anything like it in 
mining. It'* stupendous.'' The 
vein mentioned is a little wett by 



south of the large opening, and 
being on muoh higher ground an 
immense tonnage is assured before 
reaching the sulphides at water 
level. 

The Old Jim Sulphides. 

That the rabbit must have been 
inspired when it led the little boy 
to the oarbonate outoroppings at 
the sink hole admits of no ar- 
gument. No ordinary, no account 
animal would have taken that trou 
ble; and yet that only told half 
the story. Below the oarbonate, 
at water level or *lightly d*eper, 
very solid jack or zino sulphides 
make their appearance. The oar- 
bonate and the jaok are in plaoe* 
combined with each other, which 
will necessitate either hand dres- 
sing or jigging to separate one 
from the other. Thi* combina- 
tion will probably extend 8 to 10 
feet in depth, when the sulphides 
will entirely predominate, and a 
purely jaok mine will be the re- 
sult. The owner* of this proper- 
ty naturally welcome the appear- 
ance of "Jack" a* it inoreasee the 
value of the output nearly one 
hundred per oent, oarbonate* 
bringing $16 per ton and sulphide* 
$31.50, and much of the latter 
will be in such a pure state that 
dressing will not be required. Ma- 
ny inquiries are received as to the 
per centage of metallic zinc the 
carbonatee contain In large 
lota, sampled in the usual way of 
ore buyar*, 43 to 46 per oent is 
th* ordinary average. A charac- 
teristic of the vein is a native 
white oxide of zino, whioh of 
course ex cat is the percentage 
named veTr rHatenally. 

And There Are Others. 

The Old Jim vein, or rather its 
characteristic formation, is met 
with at intervals throughout parte 
of Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, 
the Indian Territory and Tennes- 
see through to Virginia, where 
copper ores take the place of zinc, 
A glance at the map of the United 
States will show a narrow ribbon 
of territory running from east to 
west, covering portions of the 
States named, in which zinc is 
found. So far the other openings 
of zino carbonate in this distriot 
are cou fined to a atrip of country 
in the vicinity of Deer Creek. 
Very large liouldere of carbonate 
are the rule, and the yield of ox- 
ide at the furnaoes is most satis- 
factory from these two mines. 

Of oourse proepeoting will be 
commenced vigorously now that 
the weather is suitable for out of 
door work and many huge finds 
may be expected this season. 

A New Compsny. 

Judge L. H. James, R. C. Wal- 
ker, Thomas H. Cochran and 
other*, wtll incorporate a compa- 
ny of $100,000 capital for the pur- 
pose of mining and marketing 
tluor spar, zino and lead.

At a meeti ng of the Democratic exec- 
utive committee of the First Congress 
ional district of Kentucky, composed of 
the chairmen of the thirteen counties of 
amid district, held at Paducah, Ky., Mar 
15, 1008, s quorum of ssid committee 
being present, it it ordered and directed 
thst s primary election be held in said 
district on Saturday, May 24, 1902, for 
the purpose of nominating a Democrat- 
ic candidate for congress, to be voted 
for at the neit November election, to 
represent the First Congresr ional dis- 
trict in the Fifty-Eighth congress of the 
United States. 

And it is hereby ordered and directed 
that the oounty chairmen of the respect 
ive counties shall select three Democrats 
for each voting place in his county, who 
shall open the polls and hold said elec- 
tion from 7 o'clock a. m. to 5 o'clock p. 
m., on said day of May 24. The said 
election shall be by secret ballot. 

The chairman of this Democratic com 
mittee shall cause to be printed and 
bound in books, sufficient ballots to sup* 
ply all the voting precincts in this Con* 
gressional district. Said ballots to be 
printed on good quality of thick white 
paper. 

The chairmen of the various counties 
of the district are directed to send to the 
chairman of thi* committee, Col. Mott 
Ayers, of Fulton, Ky., a list of the vari 
ous voting precincts of their respective 
counties, together with a memorandum, 
stating the number of ballots needed in 
all of said voting precincts. Such bal 
lots shall contain the names of all the 
candidates seeking the Democratic nom 
ination for congress in this district, with 
a square opposite each name. The vo- 
ter to stamp with stencil or cross with 
peccil in square opposite the name of 
the candidate for whom he desires to 
vote for said Democratic nomination. 

The chairman of this committee, after 
having caused to be printed all of these 
ballots, shall send or deliver, personally, 
to the various county chairmen the bal 
lots to be used in their respective coun- 
ties, not less than ten days before the 
Democratic Congressional primary is to 
be held, in order that the county chair- 
men can deliver same to tho election 
in their respective counties in

holding of said primary. From each ssid

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At the close of the polls st 5 o'clock 
p. m., the election officers aforesaid, 
shall count the votes cast for each can- 
didate and certify the result of said 
election for the precinct in which they 
are acting, to the chairman of the Exec- 
utive; committee in said county, on or 
before Tuesday following; and, on Thurs 
day thereafter 29th day of May, 1902, 
the county chairman of the respective

Muoh of the fluor spar raised in 
this district has more or less of 
galena, both shot and kidney shape 
in combination with it. This ore 
of lead, when found in fluor spur, 
has necessitated it being sold M 
flux to the iron and steel produ- 
cers, who uss it in large quantities 
ths lead being a positive detriment 
to both acid and glass works, but 
does no special harm to fluxing-, 
the lead volitailizing and passing 
off in heavy dark fumes from eith- 
er the open hearth or blast furna- 
oee. Aa soon ss the fifty ton ca- 
pacity jig ia completed the galena 
will be separated completely from 
the fluorspar, and a valuable new 
sou roe of revenue added to the 
company's assete. 

How It la Done 
Oalo apar, limestone or galena 
in combination with fluor apar is 
generally mined in large lumps, 
the gravel spar, so called, being 
singularly free from detrimental 
substances. The operation o( first 
crushing in the ordinary rock 
breaker, afterwards passing thro- 
ugh cornish rolls that are aet rea- 
sonably close to eaoh other causes 
s perfect oleveage to be made of 
the foreign substances from the 
fluorspar. In thia condition the 
material is fed into a compartment 
jig which is agitated by power, 
water being constantly passing 
over and about it, the act of jigging 
or agitation causes the heavier ma- 
terial to settle at the bottom, the 
oaloite, sandstone, etc., coming to 
the top and being taken off, leav- 
ing the cleaned fluor spar next, 
the galena being at the bottom of 
the oompartment. As there is 
but about five per cent, of foreign 
subetanoe in this fluorspar much 
larger oapaoity is required. This 
process also frees the fluor spar 
from any olay or dirt and renders 
it in perfect shape for grinding. 
The work on this 50 ton per day 
mill will be oommenced at once, 
and on its completion the Kentuc- 
ky Fluor Spar Company will be in 
better shape for taking care of its 
large volume of business than ev- 
er before in its history. 

A 200 Ton Lump. 
The oarbonate of zino mine, 
whioh ia said to have been first dis 
covered by Brother Montgomery 's 
rabbit, has again surprised its ow- 
ners and the mining people gener- 
ally by showing up in an entirely 
unexpeoter quarter another superb 
vein of zino oarbonate. Mr. J. H. 
Elmore, of Joplin, who visited the 
property the other day in compa- 
ny with Mr. Wright of Louisville, 
both well versed in the character- 
istics of ore bodies, could not re- 
member adjectives sufficiently 
strong to fit the case. Mr. Elmore, 
when be. had reoovered his breath, 
at the sight of a solid mass of car- 
bonate from whioh the surface 
earth had been stripped, and the 
sides laid bare, aaid that he would 
not have missed suoh a sight for 
worlds. "Why," aaid he, "that 
solid boulder of oarbonate will 
weigh at least 200 tons; yes, it will 
weigh more than that I never 
hare observed anything like it in 
mining. It's stupendous." The 
vein mentioned ie a little west by 



south of tho large opening, and 
being on much higher ground an 
immense tonnage is assured before 
reselling the sulphides at water 
level. 

The Old Jim Sulphides. 

That the rabbit must have been 
inspired when it led the little boy 
to the carbonate outcroppings at 
the sink hole admits of no ar- 
gument No ordinary, no account 
animal would have taken that trou 
ble; and yet that only told half 
the story. Helow the carbonate, 
at water level or slightly deeper, 
very solid jack or zino sulphides 
mako thoir appearance. The oar- 
bonate aud the jack are in places 
combined with each other, which 
will necessitate either hand dres- 
sing or jigging to separate one 
from the other. This combina- 
tion will probably extend M to 10 
feet in depth, when the sulphides 
will entirely predominate, aud a 
purely jack mino will be there- 
suit. The owners of this proper- 
ty naturally welcome the appear- 
ance of "Jack" as it increases the 
value of the output nearly one 
hundred per cent., carbonates 
bringing $1(1 per ton and sulphides 
&8L60, and much of the latter 
will be in such a pure state that 
dressing will not be required. Ma- 
ny inquiries are received as to the 
percentage of metallic zinc the 
carbonates contain. In large 
lots, sampled in the usual way of 
ore buyers, 43 to 4<> per oent. is 
the ordinary average. A charac- 
teristic of the vein is a native 
white oxide of zino, whioh of 
course exceeds the percentage 

named very materially. 

v 

And There Are Other* 

The Old Jim vein, or rather its 

characteristic formation, is met 
with at intervals throughout parts 
of Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, 
the Indian Territory ana Tennes- 
see through to Virginia, where 
copper ores take the place of zinc, 
A glance at the map of the United 
States will show a narrow ribbon 
of territory running from east to 
west, covering portions of the 
States named, in which zino is 
fouud. So far the other openings 
of zinc carbonate in this district 
are confined to a strip of country 
in the vicinity of Deer Creek. 
Very large boulders of carbonate 
are the rule, and the yield of ox- 
ide at the furnaces is most satis- 
factory from these two mines. 

Of course prospeoting will be 
oommenced vigorously now that 
the weather is suitable for out of 
door work and many huge finds 
may be expected this season. 

A New Company. 

Judge L. H. James, R. C. Wal- 
ker, Thomas H. Cochran and 
othors, wtll incorporate a compa- 
ny of $100,000 capital for the pur- 
pose of mining and marketing 
fluor spar, zinc and lead. 



Decision Against Pasteur. 

Circuit Judge Nunu has bond- 
ed down a docision in the contest 
between Frank A. Pasteur, contes- 
tant, and Robert L. Greshara con- 
testee, for the office of clerk of the 
Caldwell county court, in which 
he sustained the demurrer filed to 
Pasteur's petition by contestee. 
Pasteur had been county clerk of 
this county for about twenty-eight 
years. He was defeated by Gres- 
ham last fall by 48 votes, and on 
account of some alleged errors and 
wrongful aots on the part of elec- 
tion officers prosecuted a contest. 
During the entire time Pasteur 
was county clerk he was elected 
on the Democratic ticket, but in 
L8O0 he was the nominee of the 
Brown party for state auditor. 
Last fall he was a candidate for 
county clerk on the Republican 
tioket. James & James, of this 
city, were the attorneys employed 
by Greauam.

T WAS just' after I bad spent a number of days at ( )ber 
Auimcrgau, where I bad witnessed the production ol the 
Passion i'lay. and was returning home to London by way of 
Switzerland, that, while waiting for a train at Lucerne. I turned over 
the book in the waiting-room that describes the construction of the 
C.ottbard tunnel. About l.ooo tons of dynamite, it is said, had suf- 
ficed to pierce the tunnels through the mountain barrier that separated 
Italy from Switzerland. Hlasting powder cottld never have done the 
work. That helped to level the roads for the legions of Suwarrow. It 
Deeded dynamite to tunnel the St. Gotthard — dynamite directed by 
science. 

As I read I fell a thinking of that which I hatl so recently seen, 
and in it I found a lesson.

|T WAS just after I had spent a number of days at ( )ber- 
Anunergau, where I had witnessed the production oi the 
Passion Play, and was returning hnme to London by way of 
Switzerland, that, while waiting for a train at Lucerne. I turned over 
the book in the waiting-room that elescribes the construction of the 
(iotthartl tunnel. About i.ooo tons of dynamite, it is said, hail suf- 
ficed to pierce the ttinneb through the mountain barrier that separated 
Italy from Switzerland. Bleating powder could never have done the 
vveirk. That helped to level the roads for the legions of Suwarrow. It 

needed dynamite to tunnel the St. Gotthard — dynamite directed by 

M-icnce. 

As I read I fell a-thinking of that which I had so recently seen, 
anil in it I found a lesson.

The Senate bill to regulate in- 
vestment companies and protect 
the public against "wildcat" con- 
cerns, passed the House by a voto 
of 73 to 18, 

The House refused to allow Son 
ators Keland and Kdwards the 
f275 a9kod ror costs, in contest 
prepared for Kdwards' seat in the 
Senate. 

In accordance with the provis- 
ions of a law just onacted, regis- 
tration is required by the citizens 
of 5th class cities, "same as larger 
cities, and the presentment of reg- 
istration certificate will bo requir- 
ed of all those desiring to vote.

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Frank Loyd Writes to the Press. 

Editor Press: In answer to 
scores of letters I reoeive fro til 
Crittenden and adjoining counties 
I take this method of answering 
their questions in regard to tli<> 
country, health, my work, etc. 

Waltonville is a young town of 
six years' growth, situated on the 
W. 0. & W. railroad, running 
from Mt. Vernon to Chester, 
where the Southern Illinois peni- 
tentiary is looated. Waltonville 
has five stores, two church es, mill, 
shops, etc The county seat of 
this (Jefferson) oounty is Mount 
Vernon, containing H.OOO inhabi- 
t nuts, 01 about four times as large 
as Marion, Ky. We are in the 
southwest part of the county. Bw< 
ing college is 12 miles southeast 
of us in Franklin county. This 
* is a fine school, where many from 
Crittendenden county, Ky., atten- 
ded, including Senator Deboe, the 
Cruce brothers, Jacobs boys, and 
many others. 

This is conpidered the best p«rt 
of the oounty for farming, and the 
farmers are generally wealthy; for 
instance, there are six of the Man- 
non brothers around me, each one 
owning from 1,000 to 2,400 acres 
apiece; stook barns are built here 
at a cost of from $1,000 to $1 .">' H 1 
This is a good stook country and 
better adapted to grass and wheat 
than anything else, flay is ship- 
ped from here to Ky. I am buy- 
ing first-class bailed timothy for 
$10.00 and bailed red top at $7.00 
per ton, and we think this is terri- 
bly high for hay here. I have Been 
one farmer order a special engine 
and t9n cars just ,to ship his own 
stock in. Many farmers here have 
from 75 to 200 young mules apieco 
The next day after some of our 
boys came here from Crittenden 
we were driving through Knob 
prairie, looking at the large past- 
ures and fine cattle, one of the 
boys asked me what made that 
farmer keep domestic wrapped 
around the bodies of his cattle; 
when I explained the stock of cat- 
tle he raised he let the other boys 
ask the rest of the questions 

Now in regard to health, I have 
traveled over sixteen of Uncle 
Sam's States, and I know of no 
healthier place than this east of 
Oklahoma. For instance, Sheller 
is a town two miles west of me; 
tw i years ago a good dootor mov- 
ed there and had all the practice 
in and around town, and yet did 
not get enough practice to support 
his family and had to hunt a new 
location. 

Now. in regard to work, will say 
I have plenty, but would not ad- 
vise any more to oome now, as we 
have a little winter here as well as 
in Kentucky. There are 165 of 
us here from Crittenden county, 
and the people here have named 
my place the Kentucky town. 

The farmers here on most roads 
have a free delivery rural mail ser 
vice; this is a wonderful help tu 
them and saves many miles ride; 
besides, you get your mail regular 
One getting aocustomed to this 
system would miss it ar much as 
you would the railroad in Critten- 
den. 

Now, M Editor, all countrys 
have^heir u'sadvantages; the so- 
citty is <J«ite inherent here; Sun- 
day is a great d\ for hunting in 
this oommutnt i believe a ma- 
jority of the chu r ch members are 
Catholics and Um.ersuiists; most 
of the members cf 'he Catholic 
church here are JPoianunrs. \

\V. C. & W. railroad, running 
from Mt. Vernon to Chester, 
where the Southern Illinois pani< 
tentiary is located. Waltonvillo 
has five stores, two churoh es, mill, 
shops, etc The county seat 
this (Jefferson) oounty is Mown 
Vernon, containing 8,000 inhabi- 
tants, 01 about four times as large 
as Marion, Ky. We are in t ho 
southwest part of the county. B* 
iug college is 12 miles southeast 
of us in Franklin county. This 
is a fine school, where many frou 
Crittendenden county, Ky., atten 
ded, including Senator Deboe. the 
Cruce brothers, Jacobs boys, and 
many others. 

This is oonpidered the best part 
of the oounty for farming, and the 
farmers are generally wealthy; lb 
instance, there are six of the Man- 
non brothers around me, each one 
owning from 1,000 to 2,400 acres 
apiece; stock barns are built here 
at a cost of from $1,000 to $1,">»HJ 
This is a good stock country and 
better adapted to grass aud wheat 
than anything else. Hay is ship 
ped from here to Ky. I am buy 
ing first-class bailed timothy for 
$10.00 and bailed red top at $7.iK 
per ton, and we think this is terri 
bly high for hay here. I have seen 
one farmer order a special engine 
and ten cars just ^to ship his own 
stock in. Many farmers here have 
from 75 to 200 young mules apiece 
The next day after some of our 
boys came here from Crittenden 
we were driving through Knob 
prairie, looking at the large past- 
ures and fine cattle, one of the 
boys asked me what made that 
farmer keep domestic wrapped 
around the bodies of his cattle; 
when I explained the stock of cat- 
tle he raised he let the other boys 
ask the rest of the questions 

Now in regard to health, I have 
traveled over sixteen of Uncle 
Sam's States, and I know of no 
healthier place than this east of 
Oklahoma. For instance, Shelter 
is a town two miles west of me; 
twD years ago a good doctor mov- 
ed there and had all the practice 
in and around town, and yet did 
not get enough practice to support 
his family and had to hunt a new 
location. 

Now. in regard to work, will say 
I have plenty, but would not ad 
vise any more to come now, as we 
have a little winter here as well as 
in Kentucky. There are 1»'»". o 
us here from Crittenden county 
and the people here have namec 
my place the Kentuoky town 

The farmers here on most roads 
have a free delivery rural mail ser 
'••n - e; this is a wonderful help to 
them and saves many miles ride 
besides, you get your mail regular 
One getting accustomed to this 
system would miss it at much as 
you would the railroad in Critteu 
den, 

Now, Mr. Editor, all countrys 
have their disadvantages; the so- 
ciety is quite different here; Sun 
day is a great day for hunting iu 
this community. I believo a ma- 
jority of the churoh members are 
Catholics and Universalists; most 
of the members of the Catholic 
cliurch here are inlanders.
